In claim 32 line 1, "1 1" was changed to -29-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 21,23-29 and 3 1-43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach an enterostomy device that includes, inter alia, a retaining 
member comprising a skirt of flexible material encircling a second end of a stoma tube and 
attaching the second end to an inflating ring (claims 21 and 29). The prior art also fails to teach 
a method of delivery fluids to a patient that includes, inter alia, either a retaining member being 
initially housed within the stoma tube for deployment and initiating ejection of the retaining 
member from the stoma tube (claim 33) or rotating the port hub to selectively provide access to 
the opening in the stoma tube and the inflation line (claim 37). The prior art also fails to teach a 
catheter for delivery fluids into a human body that includes, inter alia, a port hub having a 
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rotatable opening and selectively disposed in communication with the stoma tube and the 
inflation line for selectively delivering fluids therethrough (claims 39 and 41).
